  18   (b) (1) The Board of Trustees shall reduce a disability retirement benefit by 
  19  any related workers' compensation benefits paid or payable after the effective date of 
  20  retirement if the workers' compensation benefits: 
 
  21     (i) are paid or payable while a pension is paid or payable; and 
 
  22     (ii) are for an accidental personal injury [or occupational disease] 
  23  arising out of and in the course of the retiree's employment by a participating 
  24  employer. 
 
  25    (2) A retirement allowance may not be reduced: 
 
  26     (i) to be less than the sum of the retiree's annuity and the amount 
  27  authorized to be deducted for health insurance premiums; or

   1     (ii) for workers' compensation benefits that are reimbursements for 
   2  legal fees, medical expenses, or other payments made to third parties and not to the 
   3  retiree.
